Small Jury to 
Be Investigated 
By Grand Jury 

state's Attorney A. V. Smith's in- 
vestigation of alleged tampering with 
the Governor Small jury here last 
summer has come to a climax. Tho 
March grand jury, dismissed tempo- 
rarily early last week, has been ord- 
ered recalled for Monday, March 20, 
at 10 a. m. ^ 

The order came from' Judge Claire 
C. Edwards Tuesday morning after a 
closed session In his chambers with 
State's Attorney A. V. Smith. -^'^ 

Investigation of alleged efforts to 
steer tho course of the jury hearing 
the conspiracy charges against Gov. 
Lcn Small and associates in the court 
of Judge Claire C. Edwards last sum- 
mer, has been taking shape for sev- 
eral months. Tho state ofilco has 
been delving Into allegations regard- 
ing the conduct of certain persons 
said to be close ot the case and in 
touch with several of the jurors. 

Talk fiew fast when Gov. Small 
turned about after tho verdict of "not 
guilty" exonerated him and appointed 
several members of tho jury to state 
positions. 

The matter became a live Issue 
within the last two weeks and Is fast 
approaching the peak. . 

■ Plans to bring tho whole affair be- 
fore the. grand jury have been about 
completed, the state ofllce announced. 
Tho conference with the jurist decid- 
ed tho matter and the call was issued. 

Re-Indictment of the state executive 
and tho possible Indictment of alleged 
"meddlers" may result as a grand 
finale to tho whole matter 

Evidence has been gathered for 
some time, It is uald, which Is aimed' 
to link Important Lake county cogs | 
and possibly several well* known ' 
crooks In deals with jurors and pros-, 
peetive members of the Small case. 
, Lake county will be offered a sen- 
sation with tho blowing of the lid, It 
is said. Startling developments are 
duo to pop In tho next few days. 

Evidence of alleged offers to jurors 
and prospective veniremen Is said to 
have been obtained by the state's at- 
torney In his long probe of the case 
started soon after rumors of "tamper- 
lug" had leaked out. 



Lake County 
Cows Rank 
High at Dixon 

Lake County sent more cows to the 
Testing Plant at DIxon, ni., last year, 
than any two other counties In the 
state. Some of these cows have com- 
pleted their records and others will 
by the time this goes to press. 

The first to finish were owned by 
Lloyd Ritzenthaler of Prairie View. 

O. F. C. Chicago Jletjo made 936.39 
lbs butter from 19,807 lbs milk. Jo- 
hanns Belle SpoITord ICorndyke pro- 
duced 911.23 lbs butter from 21,378 
lbs milk. 

The next was Clement Priacilla, 
owned by Clement Brothers, Area, 111. 
She was a junior 2-year-old and pro- 
duced 684 lbs butter from 19,048 lbs 
milk. This gives her 7th place In the 
state In her class In butter and 3rd 
In milk. 

Those that will soon finish are Tilly 
Greenwood Rag Apple, a junior 3- 
year-old, owned by A. J. Stahl, Prairie 
View. She will make approximately 
730 lbs butter from 16.476 lbs milk, 
giving her 8th place in her class for 
butter production In the state. 

Princes Vevle Colantha, owned by 
H. K. Vose of Gurnee, III., finished 
second In butter in tho state, making 
925 Ihs butter from 21,417 lbs milk. 

Wlldwood Bessie Boo, a junior 4- 
year-old. owned by E. P, Clark of 
Lake Villa, 111., finished third in the 
state in her class, 910 lbs butter from 
24.217 lbs milk. 

The highest record so far from any 
of the Lake County cows Is by Evelyn 
Jewel Pontiac, owned by George 
White, Antioch. She made HOO Ihs 
butter from 2G.22S lbs milk. This Is 
also the highest milk record ever 
nmde by a llolstein cow in Lake 
county. 

Ruby Spot Prllly, owned by Earl 
Kane. Area, will make approximately 
810 lbs butter from 17,174 lbs milk. 

The first 17 cows that finished year- 
ly records at the Teat Plant averaged 
21,076 lbs milk and 87S lbs butter. 
Four have made records better than 
1000 lbs. 

When you consider that the aver- 
age Illinois cow produce about 4000 
lbs milk and less than 200 lbs butter 
in a year, the value of these cows as 
breeding stock becomes apparent. It 
Is believed that the breeders of Lake 
County have more yearly records 
than any other county In tho state.

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•TREATING OATS FOR SMUT 
Tlie Illinois Agricultural Experi- 
ment Btutlon rocominentla the follow- 
ing troatmont for the proventlou of 
smut : ^ 

1. Thoroughly fan and Bcrcin tho 
oatp, 

2. Mix one pint of formalin wl,th 
10 gallons of water for oacb 80 bus'i- 
ols of seed to bo treated. 

Keep this solution covered so 
to prevent tho Formaldehyde 
frojn escaping. 

3. Sprinkle the solution over the 
oats using one pint to each buahol and 
mix thoroughly. 

4. Pile the oats up and cover wllh 
Viankcts, canvas or sacks. 

C. After two hours uncover thfi 
oats. If they have boon thoroughly 
mixed they will have absorbed the 
mn.'stiire so thoroughly that thov will 
h" dry tnimgh to sow at ou-o in a 
broadcast seeder or drill. 

G. It thi^ oats are not to bo seeded 
at once, they should be spread out In 
a thih layer \and stirred occasionally 
to allow tho GHcapc of the farmalde- 
hyde gas. 

This reconimondntlon Is based on 
five years invostlgatloUH planned to 
determine a simple and convealent 
method, of treating oats for smut. 



THE.T. B. SITUATION 
At a recent public demonstration 
held at Woodstock, which waa at- 
tended by over 500 farmers, the mod- 
ern T. H. test used by tho Federal and 
State authorities was completely vin- 
dicated. Every animal slaughtered, 
Incluiling hogs and chickens, also, 
showed unmiaakahle slgus of the dls- 
Cijso. Tho farmers there unanimously 
went on record by a resolution a.sk- 
Ing the state to appropriate Increased 
amounts for Indemnity money for re- 



acting animals. Another' resolution 
called on 'the county supervisors to 
appropriate suHlclent funds so that 
McHenry Coynty could he put on the 
area plan of tuberculosis eradication. 
Thus the position of the farm bureau 
there was justified on tbo stand It 
took and a big step was taken to get 
our herds cleaned up. The sooner 
northern Illinots gets its herds 
cleaned up from tho disease under 
the Federal. or area plan which pro- 
vides suitable Indemnities for reac- 
tors, the better it will be for eVery 
farmer and dairyman. It will also be 
a help in clearing up the milk situa- 
tion. Then wo have no market for 
our surplus stock, as- buyers will not 
come to, or oven consider buying In 
territory known to be as full of T. B. 
as northern Illinois is. 

It Is understood that the supervis- 
ors of Lake county "recently refused 
to appropriate funds for helping clean 
up our county on the grounds that 
they had no power to appropriate 
funds for this pdrposo and found no 
legal objectlqn thereto; 

The Farm Bureau has just received 
a new supply of blanks for those who 
want their herds placed under Fed- 
eral supervision. Placing your herd 
under Federal anpervlslou gives the 
full indemnity privileges, as well as 
additional teals so as to Anally got un- 
der tho Federal Accredited list. Un- 
til we can get Lake County on the 
area plan, wo would urge every dairy 
man who Is at all anxious to have 
his herd cleaned up and got luUomn- 
Ity for reactors, to got under this Fed- 
eral supervision for T, B, testing. It 
will cost you nothing to have the tests 
made and will help you greatly In 
the business of raising and breeding 
good milk stock. Surely every breed- 
er of pure breds ought to !)e on this

Illinois Is 

Fighting Bovine 
Tuberculosis 



Only eleven of the 102 counties In 
Illinois has adopted tho area plan of 
cooperation |)etween tho state and 
federal governments toward the com- 
plete erdalcatlon of tuberculosis in 
cattlo. 

Two plana, described by Governor 
Small in his biennial message to the 
legislature, are now In operation. Ono 
1b Inspection by units of pure-bred 
herds, and the other by clrcuraBcrlhed 
areaa of suspected infection. Through 
tho herd plan more than 100,000 ani- 
mals have passed first test and above 
•10,000 have been placed on the ac- 
credited list. 

Tho indemnities paid to owners for 
cattlo destroyed are divided ciually 
between the state and federal govern- 
ments. Six of the eleven counties 
which have Joined In tlie cooperatlvo 
plan have appropriated funds to pay 
all expensesof voterlnarlana.

COOPERATION IN CONTROL . 
OF PREDATORY ANIMALS URGED 

Over §118,000 was paid out for boiin:- 
ties on predatory animals in 1921 In 
the state of Oregon, and tho coyotes 
are still menacing the sheep produc- 
ers, both by direct attack and through 
outbreak of rabies. At the request of 
the Oregon Wool Growers* Associa- 
tion, tho biological survey, United 
States department of agriculture, sent 
a representative to their recent an- 
nua! meeting to point out to live-stock 
men, and particularly wool growers, 
how a state appropriation of approxi- 
mately half this 'amount, used for 
cooperation with federal predatory 
animal control work under a well-or- 
ganized plan, would yield better re- 
sults In- live stock protection than 
those secured by the bounty system. 

Resolutions were passed at the 
meeting indorsing the methods of 
control and plans of organization em- 
ployed and advocated by tho biologi- 
cal survey. Those present expressed 
eagernoHs to see the government's 
poisoning work extended, and stated 
that tboy wore working for the elniln- 
ution of Imuntles and tiie appropHa- 
tlon of adequate state funds for coop- 
eration with the federal bureau. 

Similar spirit was shown at tho an- 
nual n\eetlng of the National Wool 
Growers' Aasoclatlon at Spokane, 
Wash., a few days earlier. Tho same 
reproHontatlvo of the biological sur- 
vey was Invited to address tho meet- 
Ins, and pointed out tho main objects 
of the federal control work, the ex- 
penditure of funds permissible under 
the law, and tho development of de- 
mands on the bureau, tor assistance 
and cooperation by live-stock men and 
the states. Emphasis was placed on 
the need for a united program in 
which federal, state, and local agen- 
cies could pull together. Tho follow- 
ing resolution was passed: 

"Wo indorse and approve the work 
of the biological survey In. cooperat- 
ing with the states In the destruction 
of predatory animals, and request of 
predatory aaimals, and request Con- 
gress to appropriate additional funds 
for the department In order that Its 
work may bo extended so as to cover 
a wider territory, thereby Increasing 
its usefulnosB, making possible a 
wiser and more oinclcnt use of the 
funds appropriatetl and hastening the 
Mil^^raukee, Wis. eventual practical extinction of preda- 
tory animals."

DO ORCHARD COVER CROPS 
INCREASE THE FROST HAZARD? 

The growing belief among growers 
of citrus fruits In California that the 
presence of n cover crop In a citrus 
grove greatly increases the frost haz- 
ard is not substantiated by observa- 
tions made Uins far by the weather 
bureau, United States department of 
agriculture. All the evidence obtained 
by making scientific records of the 
temperatures In carefully chosen 
llcUls, with and wltliout cover crops, 
indicate that a cover crop has little 
offect on the temperature a few feet 
above tho ground. If this conclusion 
is confirmed by later oxporlments, 
any' increased damages to fruit by 
frost in a cover-cropped citrus grove 
must be attributed to some otlier 
agency than a depression of the air 
temperature by tlio cover crop. The 
answer may be found In natural dlf- 
feronces. In temperature duo to dif- 
ference In elevation or similar cause, 
! or to the physiological effect of the 
" cover crop an tho tree. 



EFFECT OF WEATHER ON CROPS 
OF CORN, OATS, AND COTTON 
Dellnlte relations exist between 
weather conditions and the yields of 
various important crops. Studies 
Iiavo been conducted by tho weather 
bureau, United States department of 
agriculture, to determine the Inllu- 
onco of tho weather on the yield of 
potatoes, corn, oats, and cotton. The 
effort baa been to show the kind of 
weather that has the greatest influ- 
ence In varying tho yield of a crop, as 
well as the moat critical period of 
growth. There Is a possibility, many 
believe, that the yield of several im- 
portant crops may lie predicted con- 
siderably before harvesting time from 
a knowledge of antecedent weather 
conditions. The weather must be 
taken Into account up to about tho 
harvest date tor oats, but the prob- 
able yield for corn can be determined 
by the end of July and of cotton at 
tho end of June in the eastern part of 
the belt

One of the greatest drawhnclis upon 
timber growing In the United States 
Is the deterrent en:cct of the property 
tax levied ytar after year upon land 
bearing young trees, says the forest 
service, United States department of 
agriculture. What is needed Is a sya- 
tern of taxing growing forest.s under 
which the prlnclpul burden will fall 
at the time of harvesting the lUiatured 
crop but which la so adjusted as to 
be equitable to other classoa of tax- 
payers and to meet the needs for 
public revenue.

MUSKRAT PELTS BRING LOWER 
PRICES AT NEW YORK FUR SALE 
Women buying fur coats next sea- 
son nre likely to got certain kinds at 
a somewhat lower figure than during 
the past year. This fact Is Indicated 
by a decline in prices at tho recent 
Now York raw fur sales that will 
make for a healthy progress in the 
retail trade, according to a .represen- 
tative ot the biologlcttl survey. United 
States department of agriculture, who 
attended tho sales. Between aSO and 
450 buyers were in attendance, and 
tlie total sales for one day were un- 
omclally estimated at'ahout §800,000. 
Very few blue fox skins were listed, 
but tho silver fox offering was the 
best that has been on the New York 
market for some time. Northern 
muskrata were the first to cause a 
break in prices. Alaskan skins sold 
40 percent lower, other northern 
muskrats were 30 percent under the 
price of the last sale, and southern 
muskrats brouKht an average of 25 
percent under value. No comparison 
was made on black muskrats. In com- 
mercial importancfi muskrats head 
the list of American fur animals, the 
fur being used In Its 'natural colors 
and also, clipped and dyed, as "Hud- 
son seal,"

SMALL MIQRATOnV BIRDS * 

SWEPT TO SEA BY STORMS 

Migratory birds on Iholr way to 
Bouthom wintering places are some- 
timoa swept long distances out of 
their (Y}ursos by storm. An interest- 
ing memorandum has been received 
by tho weather bureau of the United 
States department ot agrlculturo In 
connection with a marine weathor re- 
port from tho Ainerlcan steamship 
Manchuria. From October 27, when 
tho vessel was in latitude 40:36, lon- 
gltudo 08, to noon Oct. 23, lat 41:45, 
long.' 60:27, several hundred birds 
alighted on tho ship, haying evidently 
been swept to sea by a strong north- 
west breeze. Tho varieties noted In- 
cluded six or more robins, several 
starlings and thrushes, one catbird, 
a flicker, many vesper sparrows, sev- 
eral bluebirds, many small birds 
about tho size of sparrows unfamiliar 
to tho ship's offlcera who made tho 
observations. 

At the time these birds began to 
alight on the ship there seemed to ho 
many more on tlie sea. Those that 
failed to mako the ship died rapidly, 
although there were only light 
breezes. < Undoubtedly thousands of 
birds are lost each year during tho 
migratory season In strong offshore 
breezes. Other ships .report similar 
visitations from birds, which some- 
times traveled more than 2,000 miles 
to port In tho ships* rigging. 



POCKET GOPHERS CAUSE 

TROUBLE IN RECLAMATION 

Pocket gophers are among tho 
worst of our native rodent pests. On 
some of the reclamation projects and 
other Irrigated districts they cause 
groat damage by destroying crop's and 
burrowing In Irrigation canar banks. 
This causes serious washouts, result- 
ing In an enormous annual loss to 
farmers. An Instance of successful 
control measures undertaken by tho 
biological survey, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, is furnished 
In Dona Ana county, New Mexico. 
Losses there, estimated at ^60,000 a 
year, wore eliminated at a total cost 
to tho farmers of about ^3,500. Field 
operations as a result have been ex- 
tended to other portions of the Ele- 
phant Butte project, both In New 
Mexico and Texas, with aview to cov- 
ering completely this Important Irri- 
gation area. In Idaho approximately 
140 miles of canal banks were treated, 
with poison In two counties, in con- 
junction with work done on farming 
lands in 11 counties ot that state, 
where 79,000 acres of private lands 
were treated to destroy these* animals.

YEAR 1922 WAS GENERALLY 

WARMER THAN AVERAGE 

The year 1022 was the sixth consec- 
utive year with temperatures general- 
ly above normal east of the Rock 
Mountains, except that 1920 was 
slightly cooler than normal from the 
Ohio valley soulhward rnd in the 
went Gulf dlstrictfj. TT;o animal moans 
ranijod from 1 decree to 3 degrees 
iil)ovc normal in all sections cast of 
theUocJcy Aloiiulains, but west of the 
mountai'm-J they were slightly .below 
normal in most districts. 

The first three months of the year 
were abnormally cold 'in the more 
western states ,and February was 
OBpeclally cold In the -northwest, 
whore the monthly means ranked 



from D degrees to Iti degree^ below 
normal. March, April, May and June 
were pen^istontly warm from the Mla- 
aissippl Valley eastward, although 
temperatures, as a rule, were only 
slightly above nornuil In the gulf dis- 
tricts. Unusually warm weather for 
the season was experienced during 
March In tbe central-northern states 
and In May from tbe Ohio and middle 
Mississippi valleys northward. June 
was uniformly warmer than the nv«r- 
age, except at a fe Avpoints In the 
Northwest. July was the only warm- 
season month, with temperatures be- 
low normal in most sections of the 
country, although August was unsea- 
sonably cool in the middle and south 
Atlantic areas. September and Octo- 
ber were warmer than normal 
throughout the country, except In a 
very few limited 'sections, principally 
in the south nnd far west. November 
wore uniformly cool west of tlie 
Rock Mountains, and the average De- 
ceuiber temperature was below nor- 
mal In the more northern states from 
the Atlantic to the PacIIic occana. 
Otherwise these months were warmer 
than tlie seasonal average. 



While the monthly moan tempera- 
tures ran quite uniformly above nor- 
nml throughout the year in most sec- 
tions, maximum temperatures wore 
not unusually high at any time and 
no prolonged hot spells were experi- 
enced. No previous high records were 
broken In any sections of the country.
